WASHINGTON, Nov. 3— 
The Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation today threw its far- 
flung forces into the relentless 
hemisphere-wide investigation 
of the fanatical terrorist at­ 
tempt to assassinate President 
Truman. 
The FBI targeted suspected 
Communist machinations in 
the plot to slay the President, 
while the U.S. Secret Service 
directed roundup of hundreds 
of Puerto Rican Nationalists 
and Communists. 
It was two Nationalist party fa­ 
natics who sought unsuccessfully 
to shoot their way into Blair House 
and kill Mr. Truman in cold blood 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
disclosed the Nationalist party has 
been on the justice department’s 
“subversive” list since 1948. 
Grand Jury Investigation 
A federal grand qury investi­ 
gation of the bizarre assassination 
conspiracy began in New York 
City. 
Puerto Rican police seized 
200 
Nationalist 
and 
communist 
leaders, including Pedro Albizu 
Campos, head of the Nationalist 
movement. 
Extraordinary measures were be­ 
ing taken by the secret service to 
prevent any new attempt on the

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HARRISBURG, Nov. 3.——(INS)-— 9*-—— 
The Pennsylvania State Grange to­ 
day called for elimination of fed­ 
eral subsidies to farmers in line 
with the U. S. agriculture depart­ 
ment’s conservation program. 
"In 1948 the production and 
marketing administration reported 
that only 64,652 farmers partici­ 
pated in the program by receiving 
low cost lime and fertilizer,” said 
Grange Secretary Joab K. Mahood. 
“It is significant that more than 
100,000 Pennsylvania farmers re­ 
fused to participate in this form of 
subsidy,” he added. 
Mahood said that grange mem­ 
bers have approved a resolution 
drawn up at the 80,000 member 
organization’s convention at York 
last week calling for abolition of 
the conservation subsidies to effect 
a saving of federal funds. 
Mahood also reported approval 
of a resolution opposing the Bran- 
nan plan of agriculture subsidies 
“or any other.program which would 
produce the same results.” 
The resolution said the Brannan 
plan “stifles initiative, regiments 
production and the cost would be 
destructive to our national econ­ 
omy.”

Report 336,000 Of 
Enemy Figure In 
War Casualties 


TOKYO, Nov. 3.—(INS)—Gen 
Douglas MacArthur’s Tokyo head­ 
quarters 
virtually' acknowledged 
today for the first time the fact 
that Chinese communists are fight­ 
ing in Korea against United Na­ 
tions forces. 
A headquarters briefing officer 
at the same time announced that 
communist soldiers killed, wound­ 
ed or captured since the Korean 
war began last June 25 now tota’ 
336,000. 
To help fill in the gaps left by 
these enormous casualties as well 
as by vast losses in enemy ma­ 
teriel, the Reds have just recently 
received and are continuing to re­ 
ceive considerable reinforcements 
and fresh supplies. 
Increasing Numbers 
South 
Korean 
and 
American 
officers in the field have for many 
days told of increasing numbers 
of Chinese soldiers together with 
new equipment appearing in both 
the northwest and northeast sec­ 
tors of the Korean front. 
Today, Gen. MacArthur’s spokes 
man gave this significant develop­ 
ment the first official cognizance 
to come from supreme United Na­ 
tions military headquarters in To­ 
kyo. 
But he declined to commen4 
on the probable length of the war 
The officer said the North Ko­ 
rean army has been reinforced 
from North Korean and other 
sources.

Taft V*. Ferguson 
Battle To Bring 
Huge Turnout 


COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 3.—(INS) 
—One of the most bitter political 
campaigns in Ohio history—Taft 
vs. 
Ferguson—neared the close 
today amid indications it will pro- 
dufce a record vote next Tuesday. 
Robert A. Taft, Republican son 
of the late President William How­ 
ard Taft, remains the favorite to 
gain his third term in the United 
States Senate. The Cincinnatian, 
known as “Mr. Republican,” is 
opposed by Joseph T. Ferguson, 
Democratic State Auditor who has 
the vociferous backing of labor 
leaders. 
Election officials estimate that 
more than three million voters will 
go to the polls. Some even believe 
the 3,376,239 record set in the 
1940 presidential year will be sur­ 
passed. 
In the 33 of the 88 counties 
which require voter registration, 
the increase of eligible voters over 
1948 is a net of 190.000. a big 
jump considering that this is an 
off-year election. 
Taft has campaigned long and 
hard in his fight for re-election. 
His schedule for today—a good 
example of how he has stumped 
the state—calls for 11 speeches in 
northwestern Ohio. 
French Forces

Large Meteor 
Starts Reports 


(By International New« Service) 
A meteor flashed across the 
northeastern states and eastern 
Canada last night 
bathing 
the 
earth in a brilliant 
blue-green 
light before presumably plummet­ 
ing to destruction somewhere in 
the silent green-covered mountain 
fastnerr of northern Canada. 
Canadian authorities said the 
meteor was “probably a very large 
one” and some astronomers be­ 
lieved it may have plunged into 
the waters of Georgian bay, off 
Lake Huron. 
Others theorized it 
might have dissolved in the air 
before reaching the earth. 
Reports on the fiery celestial 
phenomenon ranged from as far 
north as Montreal and as far south­ 
ward as Washington, D.C. 
The 
passing of the meteqr, which air­ 
plane pilots reported lighted the 
sky from “horizon to horizon,” was 
variously recorded at times rang­ 
ing from 7:30 to 7:50 p.m. 
But 
the 
brilliant 
light 
that 
trailed the meteor’s burning de­ 
scent through the earth’s atmos­ 
phere caused erroneous reports of 
aerial attacks, atom bomb explo­ 
sions 
and 
similar disasters 
to 
spread through northern New Yohk 
and Canada.

Threat Of Trap Has 
Been Eased Somewhat 
Says Latest Report

SEOUL, Nov. 4—(Saturday) 
—South Korean forces carved 
out a defense arc above be­ 
sieged Kunuri Friday night in 
furious battle to halt units 
of some 80,000 Chinese and 
Korean Red troops seeking to 
trap thousands of Allied sol­ 
diers. 
Formation of the new line 
by three battered South Ko­ 
rean divisions appeared to 
have eased—momentarily, at 
least—a threat of envelop­ 
ment facing two American 
and one South Korean divi- 
sions' in Northwest Korea. 
An American military advisory 
officer, attached to South Korean 
troops, 
announced 
late 
Friday 
night that the ROK (Republic of 
Korea) Sixth, Seventh and Eighth 
divisions had completed reorgani­ 
zation of new positions just north 
and northeast of Kunuri. 
Heavy Fighting 
The U. S. officer said the South 
Koreans at Kunuri, on the lower 
flank of the United Nations front 
in northwest Korea, were engaged 
in 
heavy 
fighting, 
outcome 
of 
which remained in doubt. 
He added however that the con­ 
dition of the ROK Second Corps, 
of which the three South Korean 
divisions 
are 
components, 
was 
“much better” because of the es­ 
tablishment of the new line de­ 
fending Kunuri. 
The south-wing forces of seven 
Red divisions and two brigades 
pressing 
the 
massive 
offensive 
thrust to within two miles of 
Kunuri and thus came within 16 
miles of the vital Allied Sinanju 
bridgehead on the Chongchon riv­ 
er.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 — The 
Army reported today a 25 percent 
drop in the number of draft re­ 
jections and released figures show­ 
ing that the draftee acceptance 
rate is now somewhat higher than 
in World War II. 
At the same time, the Pentagon 
disclosed that all dental require­ 
m ents 
for 
draftees 
hav * 
been 
dropped in the belief that the 
Army is able to provide treatm ent 
or artificial teeth for any and all 
defects. 
The improvement in acceptances 
Was scored on a nationwide bas.s 
In September, when 203.795 men 
were examined for the draft and 
131,294 or 63.8 per cent were ac­ 
cepted. 
The Septem ber rejection rale of* 
36.2 per cent compared with 48.5 
per cent in August—a 25 percent 
■difference—and 58.2 per cent in 
July. 
Differences Seen 
The new rate is approximately 
th e same as for World War II, 
when 36 percent of all prospective 
draftees were rejected. buf Army 
officials pointed out these differ­ 
ences:

During World War 11 illiter­ 
ates were accepted if they showed 
basic 
intelligence, 
whereas 
all

2—United States efforts will also be made to supply, per- 
^ haps through western European outlets, the indispensable raw

3—Outright cash loans will be made to Tito's government 
: through the World Bank. Just how much money will be made

4__The United States will urge western European nations

Reappeafance of enemy jet-pro­ 
pelled planes in the Korean skies 
and the reported entry of Chinese 
Communist troops into the con­ 
flict raised the definite possibility 
today that guerrilla resistance may 
continue throughout the long and 
bitter winter. 
So far as any real threat to the 
peace of the world is concerned, 
the North Koreans have been de­ 
feated unless the Soviets decide to 
play a more active role, which is 
considered exceedingly unlikely.

Glancing backwards, we can see w’hat happened 
The road behind 
is strewn with the wrecks of trends, issues, personalities and problems 
that were supposed to be time-proof until November 7th. 
Look at the trends first. 
For nearly two full Congressional 
sessions, the President’s domestic program got booted and hooted 
through the corridors of Capitol Hill. 'Senator Taft almost single- 
handedly beat down the Taft-Hartlev repealer. The Brannan Plan got 
nowhere. The Senate in 1949 and the House in 1950 mortified Oscar 
Ewing, the socialized medicine man, by refusing to give him the green 
light and make him Secretary of Welfare. 
Civil Rights bill could not 
be brought to a vote, and even the two Statehood bills 
presidential 
pets—got shoved aside. 
Running Away From Issues 
Was all this a Conservative trend, or wasn’t it? 
No matter! 
As 
the campaign nears its close the Democratic candidates, quarter-backed 
by the take-it-easv Veep instead of Give-’em-Hell Harry, are not run­ 
ning on these issues—but running away from them. 
During most of these same Congressional sessions, the Republicans 
were trumpeting for economy, reduced taxes and get-the-government- 
out-of-business. 
But the Korean War has flattened out these issues. 
Today, overall savings are impossible; taxes Jiave l?een raised, and 
Washington is crawling with alphabetical agencies to control business 
and industry. 
Then there has been the liquidation of top party leadership. 
Six 
months ago Mr. Truman was promising the Democrats another whistle- 
stop tour for this autumn. Instead, the fall season found him in flight 
to Wake Island and making foreign policy speeches at San Francisco 
and Lake Success.

—but that’s all over now. 
Harold Stassen, eager to assume the role, 
wrote himself off in a foolish letter to Joe Stalin. 
Under different 
circumstances Sen. Taft might have been Mr Republican on a coast-to- 
coast hasis. But he’s now struggling for survival in Ohio. Republicans, 
like their Democratic rivals, are without a star on which to hitch the 
party wagon 
Then there is—or rather there was—McCarthyism. 
Earlier this 
year President Truman felt it necessary to make a nation-wide broad­ 
cast to deny that Reds had taken over the government. At a meeting 
of newspaper editors here, the two feature speakers—on different 
nights, of course—were Senator McCarthy and Secretary Acheson. But 
under the heat of war, McCarthyism has evaporated to a gratifying 
extent. 
Perhaps the best commentary on the shifting emphasis lies

The many people who heard the 
sporadic shooting in all of the out­ 
lying districts of our city yester­ 
day, need not be told that it usher­ 
ed in the current small game sea­ 
son* 
By this week end the sound of 
the shooting will be largely sup­ 
planted 
by 
the 
mumbling 
and 
grumbling of dissatisfied hunters 
The 
dissatisfaction, 
of 
course 
arises from the ever increasing an­ 
nual plaint, the lack of game after 
the first few days of shooting. 
There 
is 
nothing 
mysterious 
about this lack of game although 
some hunters are confounded and 
in some instances, no little per­ 
turbed, and place the entire biame 
on those responsible for stocking 
it or 
rather, 
for 
not 
stocking 
enough of it. 
Since hunting has now gotten to 
the place where it is governed by 
the law of supply and demand, ob­ 
viously the demand far exceeds 
the supply. 
Yes, as much as we 
dislike to admit it, all of the means 
at our disposal for raising game 
(and this includes natural propaga­ 
tion», are not enough to meet the 
demands of what the experts term 
hunting pressure. 
There are many things that can 
ameliorate 
the 
conditions, 
but 
nothing can be done that will re­ 
store the shooting that we had 
here in our commonwealth even a? 
recently as a score of years ago 
Why? Because there are too many 
hunters. 
You may be one of those sports 
men who is satisfied with a sea 
son s bag of one or two pheasants 
and perhaps a brace of rabbits, but 
one must remember that for every 
conservative and reasonable hunter 
there are dozens who feel they are 
cheated if they don’t bag the legal 
limit every time they go afield 
And, what about those cheats who 
return home at noon with their 
daily limit and then go out in the 
afternoon and attempt to duplicate 
it? 
Accordingly, it does not re­ 
quire a mathematical genius to de­ 
termine why we don’t have enough 
to go around. 
Our state 
game 
farms 
do 
a 
heroic job in supplying what their 
physical facilities will permit, bu' 
even the hundreds of thousands of 
pieces of game which they annual­ 
ly produce are barely enough to 
meet the shooting pressure of the 
first few days of open season. 
Altogether 
too 
many 
hunters 
feel that they are doing their part 
when they purchase a license and 
observe the game laws. 
A few 
know’ that to maintain even what 
we have is a year ’round job 
Fewer still are willing to expend 
both the time and the money nec­ 
essary to improve or even main­ 
tain the present situation. 
How much toward this end is ac­ 
complished by a sportsmen’s club? 
Well, if every member of a sports­ 
men’s club would take it upor 
himself to better farmer-sportsmen 
relationships, 
help 
plant 
game 
foods, take part in a carefully.su 
pervised vermin destroying pro 
gram, feed game in winter, do 
something to help reduce erosion 
raise his share of game birds and 
then help maintain the environ­ 
ment in which they are stocked

the the club of which such an in­ 
dividual is a member IS doing 
something to better the lot of 
both the hunter and the hunted. 
In contrast to the immediate 
foregoing, most hunters (the esti­ 
mate is 85 per cent) never give the 
situation a thought until the hunt­ 
ing season rolls around. 
If you 
believe this statement to be ex 
aggerated even slightly, think it 
over. 
HOW MUCH IS ACTUAL­ 
LY ACCOMPLISHED? 
What can be done about this 
situation?

changed. 
How? By education. It 
is something akin to changing the 
leopard's spots, but it can be done 
Note: More about this at a later 
late.

off the U. S. 24th Infantry. First 
Cavalry and ROK First divisions 
to the north. 
Already, the American 24th had 
been forced to pull its vanguards 
back 50 miles to the south along 
the west coast after reaching with­ 
in 13 miles of M anchuria’s Yalu 
river border. 
The First Cavalry division, sub­ 
jected to a surprise Red onslaught, 
was severely battered and com­ 
pelled to fall back nine miles frdm 
the Unsan sector, 20 miles above 
Kunuri. 
The division left some 800 of its 
men behind, trapped by the Reds 
in a bend of the Kur.vong river 
just west of Unsan. 
The fate of this “lost battalion” 
was not yet known up to midnight 
Friday, though there were reports 
about half of its men had found 
their way back to the diviison’s 
main lines. 
Reinforcements Rushed 
American reinforcem ents, com­ 
posed of Second Infantry division 
troops, wer4e rushed up to the 
southeast end of the front to help 
resist the enemy assault in the 
Kunuri area. 
East of Kunuri, the Communists 
already had crossed to the south 
side of the Chongchon river. They 
w e r e 
wheeling 
south westward 
along the valley in an effort to 
seal off Korea's northwest corner 
and (rap United Nations in that 
pocket. 
The Second Infantry was the 
seventh UN division to become in­ 
volved in the struggle with the 
tank-led, artillery-supported Chi­ 
nese and North Korean Red troops 
waging the drive in the northwest. 
A UN First Corps headquarters 
spokesman said a driving rain Fri 
day interfered with Allied efforts 


to improve defensive positions in 
the face of the enemy’s “surprising 
strength”. 
He said there was some move­ 
m ent in the northwest part of the 
sfector, but described this as jock­ 
eying for position. 
No Advance During Day 
UN forces, the spokesman de­ 
clared, made no advance during 
the day, but neither was there any 
retreat under the enem y’s pres­ 
sure, except for the Red thrust in­ 
to K unuri’s environs, accomplished 
before dawn Friday. 
One unit of the ROK First divis­ 
ion. on the immediate right flank 
of the U. S. First Cavalry, was re­ 
ported in battle contact with the 
enemy south of Unsan. 
But the 
First Corps official said details of 
this action were not yet known. 
An American army spokesman 
early Saturday described the situ­ 
ation in northwest Korea as “un­ 
favorable”. 
Weather Handicap 
The First Corps officer said the 
importance of the heavy rainfall 
should not be minimized as a fac­ 
to r working to the disadvantage 
of the UN forces. 
He pointed out this m eant the 
movement of supplies to the hard- 
pressed 
Allied 
front-line 
uni*s 
would 
be 
ham pered 
and—even 
more 
im portant — the 
protective 
air cover supplied by UN planes 
would be greatly curtailed until 
the w eather improved. 
U. S. Eighth Army headquarters 
in Seoul dispensed with its usual 
nightly briefing of correspondents 
Friday night. 
Despite the inclem ent w eather, 
U. S. Fifth Air Force pilots exe­ 
cuted 269 battlefront sorties F ri­ 
day, knocking out eleven enemy 
tanks, of which eight were listed 
as completely destroyed and three 
disabled. 
At least 350 Red soldiers were 
killed and a considerable num ber 
of enemy artillery pieces, anti-air 


craft positions, rail cars and trucks 
were smashed by the airmen. 
A Fifth Air Force pilot reported 
he 
spotted 
and 
attacked 
near 
Unsan a concentration of 100 to 
500 enemy troops wearing light- 
yellow padded uniforms of the 
type worn by China’s Red army 
soldiers.

Vinson (D) Ga., disclosed 
that the Navy now has a new 
super aircraft carrier in the plan­ 
ning stage and that he will in­ 
troduce legislation authorizing its 
construction. 
The powerful chairman of the 
House armed services committee 
said he endorsed the construction 
of a giant, flush-deck carrier to 
enable the launching of an atomic 
attack from at sea as well as from 
land bases. 
Vinson said his legislation will 
authorize the Navy to construct a 
carrier not to exceed 60,000 tons. 
He 
described 
the

planned by the Navy as being of 
approximately 57,000 tons. 
The 
largest 
existing 
carriers 
weigh about 48,000 tons. 
Vinson told newsmen: 
Make It Necessary 
‘‘I am thoroughly of the opinion 
that world conditions make it nec­ 
essary for atomic bombs to be 
carried from carriers as well as 
land bases. 
“It would be a mistake to limit 
the ability to deliver atomic bombs 
only to land bases.” 
Vinson’s move revived hopes of 
the Navy to construct a giant car­ 
rier capable of launching giant 
bombers.

Report Aid To Dental 


Surgery Patients 


With Heart Trouble 
CHICAGO, Nov. 3. — (INS) — 
Medical researchers today reported 
the successful use of aureomycin to 
reduce the danger of tooth extrac­ 
tions in persons with heart disease. 
A report in the current issue of 
Archives of Internal Medicine, pub­ 
lished by the American Medical 
Association, said such extractions 
—which 
may permit dangerous 
streptococcus bateria in the mouth 
to enter the bloodstream—account 
for 20 per cent of all cases of bac­ 
terial infection of heart 
mem- 
brances. 
A group of physicians and oral 
surgeons at the hospital of St. 
Raphael, New Haven, Conn., found 
that aureomycin reduced the in­ 
cidence of streptococcus bacteria 
in bloodstreams of patients under­ 
going dental surgery from nearly 
60 per cent to 4 per cent. 
The streptococcus viridans bac­ 
teria is present in the mouth of 
healthy persons but ordinarily is 
destroyed by body defenses in the 
bloodstream. However, if the heart 
membranes have been injured by 
previous illnesses, the bacteria im­ 
plant themselves on the damaged 
tissues.

TOKYO, Nov. 3 —Red China’s 
aid to the northern Korean com­ 
munists, who had all but lost their 
w ar with 
the 
United 
Nations, 
a week ago, makes it amply clear 
today that the world rulers of 
communism want to prolong the 
conflict. 
But why the red rulers want to 
stave off what seems to be certain 
defeat is the question bothering 
officers at General M acArthur’s 
headquarters. 
Some 
officers 
feel 
that 
red 
China hopes to maintain control 
of vital hydroelectric plants along 
the Yalu river on the Korean side 
of the border and will take every 
action short of a declared war 
against the UN to hew out a new 
strip of territory for herself south 
of v the international boundary. 
Bog Down U. N. Forces 
These officers feel that the aim 
of red China is to bog down Unit­ 
ed Nations forces, and particular­ 
ly American troops, in long and 
bitter indecisive fighting. 
They 
hold that this m aneuver eventual­ 
ly might pressure the UN into 
agreeing to give red China enough 
territory south of the Yalu to in­ 
sure 
continued 
control of 
the 
power plants. 
But this is merely speculation 
and there are other possible aims 
besides a revision of the K orein- 
M anchurian border. 
The communist radio at Peip­ 
ing several tim es 
recently 
has 
stressed what it calls America’s 
"greatest 
weakness”—1 a c k 
of 
trained manpower. 
iM acArthur’s headquarters offi­ 
cials point out the red radio over­ 
looks the fact 
that the 
United 
States has about eight million vet­ 
erans.) 
Peiping radio said in one broad­ 
cast that every man America sends 
to Korea weakens American de­ 
fenses elsewhere. 
This propaganda has led to some 
speculation that the aim of world 
communism is to pin down as many 
Americans as possible in Korea 
to weaken America elsewhere. 
if it is valid, this theory would 
mean that the Russians are willing 
to risk another world war through 
attem pted conquest of other terri­ 
tory in Asia, Europe or the Near 
East. 
Korea then would be a sideshow 
organized to pull the United Na­ 
tions and specifically the United 
States forces out of the way. 
A corollary of this speculation 
is the concept that the Russians 
may have induced red China to 
send troops into Korea by promis­ 
ing naval and air aid in an antici­ 
pated Chinese communist invasion 
of 
Formosa. 
Chiang 
Kai-Shek’s 
last stronghold. 
Peiping spokesmen have repeat­ 
edly said that the communist con­ 
quest of China will not be com­ 
plete until Formosa is captured. 
But without more navy and air 
strength than they now have it is 
doubtful that the communists can 
ever capture the Chinese nation­ 
alist island bastion 
It is possible that red China 
may be giving men, of which she 
has more than enough, for the 
Korean fighting 
in 
return 
for 
ships and planes, of which she has 
very few, in order to keep Ameri­ 
ca involved in war. 
And it is also possible that Rus­ 
sia wants America to continue to 
be involved in this K orean war in 
order to try to drain American 
manpower, thus increasing Rus­ 
sia’s relative worldwide strength. 


Production On 
Farms To Break 
Records In '51 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.— (INS» 
—The governm ent expects farm 
production next year to break all 
records. 
Carl P. Heisig, head of the Agri­ 
culture D epartm ent’s fann man­ 
agement and costs division, told 
the 28th annual outlook confer­ 
ence that—“if we 
have normal 
w eather—total 
form 
output 
in 
1951 is expected to be the greatest 
on record.” 
This 
year’s 
total 
agricultural 
output is the fourth largest on 
record. Highest production levels 
were attained in 1946, 1948 and 
1949. 
With the increased production 
next year, farm ers are expected to 
pay record or near-record prices 
for 
“practically 
all 
items,” 
in­ 
cluding most goods and services 
used in their production and liv­ 
ing Farm wages are supposed to 
go up 10 per cent from this ÿear’s 
level too. 
Farm ers realized net income, as 
well, is expected to about 15 per 
cent higher than this year.

Any person who shall fail, neglect or refuse to make any 
return, required by the Ordinance, or to pay toe tax imposed by 
the Ordinance shall be sUbJeet to a fine ef One Hundred ($1K.M) 
Dollars and costa, for each such offense or to undergo imprison­ 
ment in the County Jail for net more than thirty (3$) days for 
non-payment of such fine. 
Because toe Council of the City ef New Castile believes that 
every person%hould bear his equal share ef taxation, it is new 
proposed to enforce this Ordinance rigidly. The Council does 
net desire to arrest or penalise any person without warning.

Atomic Attack 
Presents Big 
Detense Problem 


By AL SPIVAK 
<L N. 8. Staff Correspondent) 
HARRISBURG, Nov. 3 —Organ­ 
ization of emergency welfare serv­ 
ices to provide care and advice for 
victims of a possible atomic attack 
is one of Pennsylvania’s most im­ 
portant, civil defense problems to­ 
day. 
» 
Supplies and personnel must be 
obtained to handle the task, accord­ 
ing to State Civil Defense Director 
Alton C. Miller. 
“There are not enough supplies 
of certain types in the- country to­ 
day to take care of the people in 
a given area if even one bomb 
should faH,” he told social service 
leaders attending the 41st annual 
Pennsylvania welfare conference at 
Harrisburg yesterday. 
There are not enough trained 
workers to get to the scene of an 
atomic attack in sufficient time to 
do the work that must be done,” 
he added. 
All Areas To Be Affected 
“There is no area in the state 
that will not be affected if we are 
attacked by even one bomb and 
we must plan for an attack not by 
one bomb but by several.” 
Inasnyuch as no local area can 
solve its own problems if attacked, 
a program 
of 
action 
must be 
evolved on a statewide scale, Mil­ 
ler said. 
Welfare workers on fringe areas 
of a devastated area, Miller said," 
would have to move in to help 
with the problems of feeding and 
housing as well as with caring for 
homeless children and performing 
other welfare functions. 
“We cannot have any drones if 
we are to survive, he declared. 
“ We must all be expected to do 
what we pan do best.” 
Miller cited as an example the 
residents of several counties who, 
because of their religious beliefs, 
would avoid the military aspect of 
civil defense but who could use 
, their abundant farms to locate 
mass feeding stations for people 
evacuated from bombed areas. 
Miller indicated the importance 
of placing an effective civil de­ 
fense plan in action in Pennsyl­ 
vania by pointing out that the 
commonwealth t “has a lot more 
than its critical areas subject to 
a-bomb attack.” 
Reserve Impossible 
It would be almost impossible, 
he ad(h?d, to obtain and hold in 
reserve even some of the material 
necessary for post-atomic care. 
“To do so would be chaos itself,” 
Miller asserted. 
“Not only i6 it 
economically impossible but on a 
political and social scale doing so 
would place us under - a dictator­ 
ship on a par with Russia.” 
He described as “one of the big­ 
gest missing links today” the prob­ 
lem of providing people with the 
information they should have re­ 
garding civil defense. 
“We should emphasize that life 
in the atomic era holds no greater 
danger than there is in driving 
from Harrisburg to Allentown,” 


Miller said. 
“Your chances of 
safety and survival before any­ 
thing happens are all a matter of 
the law of averages. 
“However, our chances of sur­ 
vival after an attack depend on 
what we can do to care for the peo­ 
ple and emergency welfare serv­ 
ices are of topmost importance in 
this respect.” 
In Philadelphia alone, he added, 
28,000 welfare workers of whom 
90 per cent would have to be vol­ 
unteers would be needed for work 
after an attack.

Invents Ice Cream 


Cone Shaped Plane 
PHILADELPHIA. — (INS)—Ed­ 
ward M. Lanier, of Croydon, Pa., 
has invented a private-flying air­ 
plane that probably would have 
tickled the Wright brothers. 
The 
midget, 
bat-like 
plane, 
which was designed on the princi­ 
ple of the ice-cream cone invented 
by his father, Edward H. Lanier, 
can land and take off from an 
area of less than 50 yards long. 
Christened the Paraplane, the 
20 feet long craft will be “The light 
plane of the near future,” accord­ 
ing to its owner. 
At present, only one Paraplane 
is in existence, but Lanier said 
small-scale production on it proba­ 
bly will begin next year. 
The unique feature of the plane 
is its new wing design which adds 
greater lift and stability when the 
plane is flying at slow speeds. The 
new wing, Lanier said, also enables 
the plane, in case of engine trouble 
to float safely downward like 
parachute. 
The unusual wing-design mush­ 
roomed from a theory his father 
had about aviation after inventing 
the ice-cream cone. 
Edward H., who invented a plane 
in 
1907 
which 
Wilbur 
Wright 
labeled “revolutionary,” believed 
that 
the 
public 
would 
remain 
“grounded” until two things in 
plane operation were overcome. 
These were: open space and great 
skill. 
Recalling that when his ice­ 
cream cone had dropped it al­ 
ways hit on its apex, the elder 
Lanier took his son to a 12-story 
building. There, after dropping 
cone-shaped cups, the pair con­ 
cluded that a low-pressure area 
former inside the open-top cups, 
creating an added lift which slowed 
the cups’ fall. 
Sell Cheaply 
The Laniers continued to incor­ 
porate the cone principle on ex 
perimental planes and, in 1943, 
formed the Lanier Aircraft Corpo 
ration at Bristol, Pa. 
Edward M. began designing the 
Paraplane then. His fathen, mean­ 
while, was in failing health and 
eventually died in 1948. 
Remembering his father’s cone 
theory, the son built doors in the 
taps of the ’ Paraplane’s wings to 
get additional lift. He also con­ 
structed scoops under the edges 
of the wings. The rest was easy.

Prospect For 1951 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(INS) 
•The agriculture department says 
that the huge poultry and egg sup­ 
ply in prospect for next year will 
put a damper on rising prices. 
Prices of poultry and eggs will 
go up, but the Large supplies are 
expected to keep them from going 
as high as prices for some other 
food products. 
Total output of the poultry in­ 
dustry next year is expected to be 
slightly lower than production this 
year. 
In 1950, five billion dozen 
eggs will be produced, one and ? 
fifth billion chickens and 45 mil­ 
lion turkeys. 
Supplies of eggs and poultry for 
consumers in 1951 probably will 
exceed the per capita consumption 
rates of this year. 
The depart­ 
ment says people are expected tc 
eat about 348 eggs, 26 pounds of 
chicken and about five pounds of 
turkey apiece this year.

Dr. Alexis Carrel was a surgeon 
and biologist, born at Ste. Foy-les- 
Lyon, France, June 28, 1873. He 
was graduated from the University 
of Lyons in 1890, and received his 
medical degree in 1900. He began 
his experimental researches at the 
University of Chicago in 1905, and 
the following year was appointed 
to the staff of the Rockefeller In­ 
stitute for Medical Research in 
New York. 
He developed a new 
method for suturing vessels, which 
made it possible to perform blood 
transfusions safely, and to trans­ 
plant arteries, veins and organs. 
He was awarded the Nobel prize 
in 
physiology 
and 
medicine 
in 
1912. He returned to France dur­ 


ing World War I, and devised a 
treatment for wounds by which 
many lives were saved and count­ 
less amputations avoided. He re­ 
turned to the United States in 
1919. 
He wrote “Man, the Un­ 
known,” 
and, 
with 
Charles 
A. 
L i n d b e r g h , “The Culture of 
Organs.” He died in Paris Nov. 5, 
1944. 
This former United States Sen­ 
ator, Robert Wagner, was born in 
Nastatten Hesse-Nassau, Germany, 
June 8, 1877. He was brought to 
the United States in childhood, 


and attended the College of City 
of New York and New York Law 
school. He practiced law in New 
York City, served as chairman of 
the New York state factory in­ 
vestigating commission and was 
a justice of the New York supreme 
court. He was elected to the United 
States Senate in 1927, and served 
until 1949, when he resigned. A 
labor relations bill bears his name.

today. 
4,434 Transported 
Figures released from the office 
of Roy F. Conway, county super­ 
intendent of schools reveal that 
during the school year ending July 
oi this year, 4,434 boys and girls 
rode buses to the schools of Law­ 
rence county. Cost of transport­ 
ing these pupils amounted to more 
than $126,000; or. a per pupil aver­ 
age, of about $28.50 during the 
year. 
Boys and girls that live less than 
one and a half miles from the 
school * building are given their 
morning exercise by being per­ 
mitted to walk to school. Those 
living further than that are trans­ 
ported by the buses to their re­ 
spective buildings. 
The school having the most boys 
and girls brought to it« doors by 
bus, was the Shenango township 
school which had 817 youngsters 
brought daily to it, wMle at Volant 
only 12 pqpils enjoyed the privi­ 
lege of being transported to school.

It is surprising to know, even 
yet, Lawrence county has 13 one- 
room school buildings in operation 
in various sections of the county.

NEXT TO CITIZEN’S BANK 
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U.N. To Act On 
Boycott End 
Against Spain 


By PIERRE J. HUSS 
(I. N. S. Staff Correspondent) 
FLUSHING MEADOW, N. Y., 
Nov. 3.—The United Nations As­ 
sembly will be called on today to 
end 
its * four-year-old 
boycott 
against Spain and admit the Mad­ 
rid* government to membership in 
the UN’s specialized agencies. 
A resolution to revoke the 1946 
UN edict withdrawing diplomats 
from Spain comes up for debate 
in the 60-nation assembly following 
disposal of the item, “united action 
for peace.” 
A final vote on the U. S.-spon- 
sored anti-aggression program was 
delayed by Soviet Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei Vishinsky’s angry at­ 
tack last night on U. S. Delegate 
John Foster Dulles, which drew 
him a rebyke from Assembly Pres­ 
ident Nashrollah Entezam. 
The Spanish issue centers on a 
proposal by seven Latin American 
republics and the Philippines to 
modify the UN’s action in barring 
Spain from the world family of 
nations so long as the present gov­ 
ernment remains in power. 
Approved By Committee 
The proposal, which was approv­ 
ed by the special political commit­ 
tee by a vote of 37 to 10, would 
allow nations to resume full diplo­ 
matic relations with Spain. The 
measure also opens the way for 
Spain’s participation in the world 
health organization, UN Interna­ 
tional Children’s Emergency Fund 
and other UN specialized agencies. 
The overwhelming vote for the 
resolution in committee foreshad­ 
owed its approval by the assembly 
by the required two-thirds major­ 
ity. A previous attempt in 1948 
to lift the anti-Spanish decree fail­ 
ed to muster the necessary major­ 
ity. 
Stiff opposition to the proposal 
continues from Soviet quarters, 
with Poland leading the fight to 
keep the ban against Madrid alive. 
The eight-power resolution spon­ 
sored 
by 
Bolivia, 
Costa 
Rica, 
Dominican Republic, El Salvador, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, Peru and the 
Philippines, stresses that: 
“The establishment of diplomatic 
relations and the exchange of am­ 
bassadors and ministers with a gov­ 
ernment does not imply any judg­ 
ment upon the domestic policies 
of that government.”

Corporations Tax 
increase Likely 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 —(INS) 
—An across the board tax increase 
on all corporations—perhaps lab­ 
eled as a “defense” levy—shaped 
up today as the likely outcome of 
the excess profits squabble. 
It was learned that staffs of 
Capitol Hill tax-writing commit­ 
tees are preparing data on what 
a straight corporation tax increase 
would yield the government, as 
well as on what could be raised by 
different fomys of excess profits 
levies. 
The House ways and means com­ 
mittee begins work November 15 
under a Congressional mandate to 
have 
excess 
profits 
legislation 
ready for action in the special 
session. 
General Increase 
The committees, headed by op­ 
ponents of excess profits taxes, 
may 
come 
up 
with 
something 
bearing the name of an excess 
profits tax but actually constitu­ 
ting a 
general 
corporation 
in­ 
crease. Or they may change the 
name and call it a “defense tax.” 
The trend is toward some form 
of revenue raising more or less 


in line with the views of the 
treasury and of such financial ex­ 
perts as those of the National 
Association of Manufacturers. *

You are going to need it not only 
for its general information, but 
also because the back cover is a 
tear-off sheet for requesting re­ 
turns and information for filing 
for maids, practical nurses, house­ 
keepers, gardeners, private chauf 
fers. laundresses, etc., under the 
new social security law.
